esting float that was ever seen 
in a parade on the streets of 
Madison was that contributed to 
yesterday's big Labor Day pa-

On a front of virtually fifty 


miles, from just below Ypres to 
a point near Peronne, on the 
Somme; the German armies are 
in retreat.

So pronounced and so speedy 


Is tho German retirement that 
it seema as if the enemy, if he 
has not met with disaster, is 
perilously on the verge of one. 


In what appears like an ef- 


fort to escape in time the scope 
of 
tho 
German retirement, 


which had been 
proceeding 


somewhat leisurely both north 
and south of the' Somme, has 
been markedly accenuated north 
of that river. 
In this movement the impor- 


tant French coal mining city 
of Lens, at the gates of which

in.To tKa north, in Flanders, 
the retreat is continuing and 
the British have further closed 
up the Lys salient by taking 
possession of Wulverghem, two 
miles south of Kemmel.

THE WAR 


jT was March 21st that the Germans began their great offen- 
1 sive in France with the object of separating the French and 
British armies, cutting through to the Atlantic coast by way of 
Amiens. They proposed penning the British up in the channel 
ports and then pushing on to Paris leaving the British to bej 
destroyed at their leisure. That the ambitious project of the 
Germans carr.e near to realization is now a matter of history. 
But the English "with their backs to the wall" made a miracul- 
ous stand and held. The Germans were compelled to halt to 
bring up reinforcements and supplies. In the meantime the 
Americans, responding to the call for help were rushed across in 
record time to give comfort and aid to the sorely pressed French 
and English allies. On July 15 the Germans made their final 
attempt to-reach Paris only 35 miles away. They made the ef- 
fort at the Marne which they crossed at the outset but the 
French and Americans, though compelled to give ground In the 
first onslaught, had anticipated the attack and rallied for an of- 
fensive. By July IS they were going back across the Marne, the 
Germans in retreat. From that day to this the -Germans have 
been attacked first at one point then at another all along the west 
front for more than 100 miles and forced to give ground. 
They 


no doubt are retreating to a prepared defensive position, as- 
sumed to be the old Hindenburg line where they stood on March 
21. Already at some points the British armies have reached 


f hat line and the French are nearing it rapidly. 
Within a week 


it would seem that the Germans will be back to the Hindenburg 
line. But will they be able to hold there? That is the..qiiestion 
that is agitating military men now. If the Germans are forced 
from that line immediately they face disaster. If they are able 
<o hold it for. a short time they may escape further serious loss 
;ior this year, but 1019 will again sec them going back^ getting 
>ut of Franco and Belgium for good, and finally making their 
stand on the Rhine. " 


In their great offensive from March 21 to July 18 the Ger- 


mans, we think it is conceded, captured 190,000 French and Eng- 


- Msh soldiers and some 2,600 cannon. That offensive covered a 


period from 3Iarch 26 to July 15—of 116 days. On the other hand 
from July 18 to Sept. 1, 44 days, the allies have made prisoners 
of nearly 130,000 Germans, and have captured over 2,000 cannon. 
They bid fair to fully equal the German success within the next 
week or ten days by the time the Hindenburg line is reached. 
By that time so far as loss in action and in territory is concern- 
ed the campaign for 191S will be a draw. 


But there the comparison ends. The German losses have 


been very heavy and Germany is unable to replace her casual- 
tics while the arrival of the Americans in France to the number 
>of about a million and a half has put our allies in a much 
stronger position than they were at the beginning of the year. 
And the Americans have only made a beginning, for they are 
now going over at the.rate of a quarter of a million each month. 
By June 30, 1919 Gen. March proposes to have 4,000,000 Air.eri- 
car, soldiers in France. 


It would seem that the tida of battle has definitely set in 


against the Germans and that ultimate defeat in 1919 is certain. 


While our prospects of victory are cheering and certain, we! 


must not be misled, by the newspaper reports with the idea that 
victory will come without tremendous sacrifice. The daily cas- 
ualty lists should tell us that the Germans are not broken, that; j 
their retreat is not a rout, but that they are fighting hard, giv- 
ing ground only after desperate resistance, and that this retreat 
is for the most part orderly, and skillfully conducted. 


Our-own men have fought Me veterans and have added 


new lustre to the glorious history of our soldiers at home or 
abroad. 


From now on the Germans will most likely be found on the 


defensive, fighting from weH prepared positions, and when 
forced out of ona position being immediately able to occupy an- 
jthcr further back equally well prepared. 


It is well to remember that the Confederates in the Civil. 


r,ar were defeated in July 1S63, when they lost Gettysburg and 
Yicksburg. 
And yet with the Union forces outnumbering 


two to one, and in material resources the disparity was 
greater, they were able to fight on nearly two years longer. -' 


We must continue our preparations with grim determina- 


tion. We must put every ounce of our energy into the present 
plans for 1919 and shorten the conflict if we would lesson the 
'sacrifice. And we must be prepared in our hearts to bear with 
our boys over there the heavy burdens necessary to conquer a 
stubborn and resourceful foe. The task will not be light, the 
sacrifices too great for mere words to describe.

vertised for bedbugs at the rate 
of a cent a piece. 
Some enter- 


prising reporter got the story 
and the papere throughout the 
country copied the article. Bod- 
.hugs began pournig into the 
postomces in bottles, packages, 
boxes, and even in envelopes. 
The bugs, •wishing to see more 
:of their surroundings, got out of 
the envelopes and began an in- 
spection tour in the postoffices. 
One prim postmistress had to 


- get off of a. train because, the 
bedbugs started to walk out of 
her collar and cuffs.

At present they are working on 
a four-tsory apartment house in 
the university district.

by the use of hydrocyanic acid, 
sodium cyanide, and sulphuric 
acid.

Ho said that 
tho Kovolutionary war settled the 
right of every small nation to gov- 
ern itself, that the Civil war settled | 
ihe right of the individual to gov-; 
ern himself lor himself and not for 
the profit of others, and that the out- 
come of the present war would de- 
cide the right of the worker to have 
•an equal voice with capital in set- 
ting a price on his labor and the 
product which he produces. 


To show that the latter right was 


nlready being demonstrated he cited 
tho' fixing of the price of wheat at 
J2.20 a bushel, not by the govern- 
ment, but by chosen representatives 
it organized farmers and organized 
labor. 
He also pointed to the war 


labor board as another example of 
Industrial democracy, pointing out 
that it was composed of representa- 
tives of labor ancrfcapital and that 
sach faction 'has an equal voice in 
settling disputes, 


"Democracy used to mean the 


right to vote and to run for office," 
Prof. Commons said, "in that it was 
a political democracy, but of what 
vahie is such a democracy • to the 
working man if somebody else is go- 
ing -to fix the price for which he 
•hall work and place their own price 


' on the product he must buy? 


"Tho democracy of today and the 


mo wo want is industrial democracy, 
•ivhich gives equal power to nations 
and men to have a voice in fixing,
